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PASTORAL LETTER 


December 26, 1940. 
To the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of California: 
My Dear People: 


This is an official, not a personal farewell. On January Ist, as you all know, I surrender 
to Bishop Block my entire authority and responsibility as Bishop of the Diocese. I shall, how- 
ever, continue to live in San Francisco and hope that I may still be of some service to you and 
to the Church. 

But although this is an official farewell, it must begin with a very personal word. I thank 
you all for the affection and consideration which you have constantly shown me. They have 
enriched and transcended every official relationship. I need not ask you to give them in the 
same measure to my successor. He has already won your hearts and I pray with full faith that 
under his leadership the Diocese may go forward to ever-increasing service. 

The twenty-one years since my consecration have been a strange and troubled period for 
humanity. They began with high hopes of a new world. They continued, in America, with a vast 
and uncurbed and unhealthy prosperity. They issued in catastrophe and disillusionment; and i 
now at last war casts its shadow again over the whole earth. Technically, America is at peace. 
Actually it is inextricably involved. We realize increasingly clearly that this war is a struggle 
in which the destinies of mankind for many generations are at stake, and that as citizens we 
cannot and as Christians we would not escape some share in responsibility for the future. 

Through all these years we of this Diocese have gone on together with, I think, courage 
and faith and some vision of the purpose of God in the world. We lived through the fevered 
exhilaration of prosperity without losing our souls. We weathered the storm of catastrophe with- : + 
out flinching. We have grown steadily in numbers; we have built many solid foundations; we L 
have vastly improved much of our diocesan machinery. We have made mistakes together and +! 
I am humbly conscious of many for which I alone am responsible. But above all, we have tried 
to live (and measurably succeeded) “in unity and godly love.” 

As I look back now over these years I ask myself what it is that has been foremost in my 
own thought for you and the Diocese. The answer is clear to me and very simple. It is that in 
all our policies and plans and programs we should never become so absorbed as to confuse these 
outward and visible instruments with the aims and meanings of life. They are but instruments, 
always inadequate, often mistaken, to further the real ends for which the Church exists, the 
nurturing of the souls of men in Christ and the building of the Kingdom of God. 

We have worked together on Diocesan organization, on missionary and educational plans, 
on welfare institutions, on Church unity and the Christianizing of the social order. We have 
seen a great Cathedral begin to take form. I have prayed constantly that in all this activity we 
might think clearly, plan wisely, do our work well. I have prayed that we might exalt and 
dignify our plans and programs, seeing them as visible instruments in the service of God. For 
all that, yes! But I have prayed long and often that never, never might our little wills, so often 
selfish, and our vision, so often short-sighted, take the place in our minds and hearts of His 
will and of His vast eternal vision. Our Church, our ministry, our missions all to serve Him; 
but never to take possession of Him! A Holy Catholic Church once again united in spirit and 
in form, the wounds in Christ’s Body healed; a social order shaped by Christ’s way of life, 
a real democracy ; a world knit together by a common faith in the Father in whom every family 
in heaven and earth is named—these are the things to live for, to work for and to fight for. The 
aim of the moment is some small particular thing to be sought carefully and devotedly; but at 
any moment that aim may lose its importance, that method may fail. On the other hand, the 
eternal things of which it is only the moment’s embodiment never fail. To those, my dear 
people, I charge you to be faithful. These twenty-one years have been full of changes, unfore- 
seen and appalling. For much of the world they have been years of misery, of sorrow and.of 
uncertainty ; and yet because they have set us searching anew for the meanings of life and opened 
before us in more vivid color the needs of men, life itself has seemed to grow richer, more 
rewarding, wider, more thrilling. Not since the great days which opened our modern period, the 
days of the revival of learning, the Reformation of the Church and the discovery of the new 
world, not since those great days has so vast an opportunity opened to the Church of Christ, 
and that means to Christian people. The decades which lie immediately before you are critical 
but splendid, are terrible but magnificent. 

God grant to you all the wisdom and the strength of Christ to meet them. I shall be no 
longer your leader in the Church, your Father in God, but as long as I live I shall ever be your 
comrade in Christ and you will ever be in my hopes and my prayers. God bless you.

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The New Forward Movement 


Already members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church are taking part in 
a great new Forward Movement which 
began shortly after the last General 
Convention. In many parishes and mis- 
sions this mew spirit was first felt 
during the Every Member Canvass, 
following the Presiding Bishop's na- 
tionwide broadcast cm November 10. 
At that time Bishop Tucker said: 

“The General Convention has inter- 
preted the signs of the present time 
as a call from God to His church to 
Go Forward in Service. By a unani- 
mous vote, the bishops and deputies 
instructed me to transmit this call to 
the church at large. I do this with 
the full confidence that in this hour 
of crisis every member of our church 
will eagerly respond. 

“While the magnitude of the task 
of changing the evil world that we 
see around us into the Kingdom of 
God makes us realize that we are en- 
listing for a long campaign that will 
require careful planning and thorough 
preparation, yet we will ask eagerly: 
‘Is there not some immediate service

that we can render: 


A Ten-Year Plan 


The general objectives of this great 
movement cannot be achieved in a day 
or a year. The Kingdom of God is 
the eternal goal of Christendom, and 
all men stand under God’s judgment 
no matter how much they may achieve. 
If these objectives are achieved during 
the next ten years, there will be a great 
enrichment of Christian living and a 
furthering of the possibilities of peace. 
Against the background of a world at 
war, these four general objectives 
take on additional significance. They 
are: 

1. Deepening the spiritual life of 
individual churchmen, and especially 
their sense of stewardship. 

2. Recalling lapsed members of the 
church, and encouraging those who 
have become inactive. 

3. Extending the program of the 
parish or mission to reach the un- 
churched; to make America more 
Christian. 

4. Gaining a world-wide vision of 
the church. 


This Year’s Program: God—the 
Source of Power 


For the year 1941 the suggested 
theme is “God—the Source of Power.” 
Always keeping this general ideal in 
mind, concrete actions will be taken 
to achieve this goal, and thereby to

further the general objectives of the 
total plan. 

1. The first step to be taken is the 
“Aid for British Missions.” Because 
the activities of the missions of the 
Church of England have been cur- 
tailed by war, it is imperative that we 
help our sister church. Money is not 
to be emphasized in the Ten-Year 
Plan, and yet the first challenge to face 
the church, that of aiding in the main- 
tenance of Britain’s foreign missions, 
demands monetary encouragement as 
well as the vision of practical relation- 
ships in a world-wide church. 

At the General Convention, one of 
the most popular guests was Bishop 
Noel B. Hudson, who was there as the 
representative of the Archbishop of

Canterbury. Since then, Bishop Hud- 
son has been lecturing in various parts 
of the East and over the radio. He is 
the executive of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in For- 
eign Parts, familiarly known as the 

The “S. P. G.” was the organiza- 
tion chiefly responsible for bringing 
the Church of England to our country 
in the early days, and it provided sup- 
port for Anglican churches until the 
Revolutionary War. It is about time 
the members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church repaid that long-standing 
debt by helping the “S. P. G.” con- 
tinue its fine work in other parts of 
the world. 

2. The second step in this year’s 
program will take place during the 
Epiphany season. Throughout the 
country, diocesan or sectional confer- 
ences for the clergy will be held. These 
conferences will really be the begin- 
ning of the practical organization of 


the plan, for through them the Presid- 
ing Bishop and his representatives will 
be able to set im action many thoughts 
and plans through the medium of per- 
sonal contact. This will be the origin 
of a series of personal contacts which 
will reach every member of the church. 

3. Following the conferences with 
the clergy, the Lenten season will be 
spent in traming a small group of lay- 
men and laywomen in each parish and 
mission, acquainting them with the 
task before their own group and be- 
fore the church as a whole. This train- 
ing will be based on a handbook to he 
published by the National Council. 
These select groups will provide the 
nuclei for the final activity of this 
years program, and the success or 
failure of the whole program will de- 
pend on them. 

4. From Easter to Whitsunday, 
there will be a church-wide roll call 
through an every-member visitation. 

The purpose of this visitation wil! 
be fourfold: (a) to discover vital in- 
formation about individuals and fami- 
lies, thus aiding in deepening the spir- 
itual lives of church members, which 
is the first major objective; (b) to 
discover the attitudes of these peo; le 
toward the church, thus tending to re- 
call inactive and lapsed members; (c) 
to relate them to the church in a spe- 
cific activity, thus extending the pro- 
gram of the parish in the community ; 
and ({d) to find new prospects, thus 
reaching the unchurched. 

The effect of the whole affair will 
partially fulfill the fourth major ob- 
jective, that of gaining a vision of a 
world-wide church, in that we shall 
gain new perspectives by communion 
through personal contact. The support 
of British missions will provide a still 
different perspective of the meaning 
of world-wide fellowship within the 
church. 


Raising Parish Standards 


In order to increase the efficiency of 
the work of the average parish, infor- 
mation and guidance will be offered 
along new lines. Many members of 
the church have an inadequate grasp 
of what ought to be achieved by their 
parish, and sometimes this extends 
even to rectors. While there are stand- 
ards for religious education, secular 
education, and for many other activi- 
ties and groups, the work of a parish 
is not always brought under the close 
scrutiny that would increase its ef- 
ficiency. The Presiding Bishop plans 
to issue a folder which will outline 
a series of parish standards, telling 
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God--The Source of Power 


what every parish should be doing 
effectively. Eight of these standards 
have already been suggested, but they 
are subject to revision and expansion. 

A parish should be doing a number 
of things well. It should be a wor- 
shipping, praying and giving parish. It 
should have adequate programs for 
the education of its children and 
adults. It should be a serving parish, 
with an idea of the real meaning of 
personal stewardship. It should be 
wisely administered in every detail, 
with responsibility for this resting pn- 
marily on the rector and vestry. It 
should have a forward-looking pro- 
gram, being aware of the present and 
anticipated needs of its members and 
of the community. It should be aware 
of its diocesan and national church re- 
lationship. It should be a parish will- 
ing to make sacrifices. It should be a 
witnessing parish, missionary not only 
in its budget but also throughout its 
own community. 

A parish that does all of these 
things well may be said to fulfill its 
proper function. When these standards 
have been expanded and placed in the 
hands of the proper people, it will be 
possible for you to evaluate the work 
of your own parish. It may jar you 
out of your complacency, and you 
may be able to discover why certain 
churches are failing in spite of the 
devotion of their members. Activity 
and devotion must be directed into 
the proper channels if real success is 
to be achieved. 


New Literature 


Under the direction of the Presid- 
ing Bishop, literature for the plan will 
be issued as needed. There will be 
a handbook for training the clergy, 
which is the obvious and necessary 
starting place. There will be a folder 
on the general objectives. There will 
be material for clergy conferences. 
There will be information concerning 
parish standards. There will be blanks 
and other material for the roll call. 
Nothing will be left undone to assure 
the full carrying out of the plan. 

Forward Day-by-Day will not be 
discontinued. It will be published by 
the same leadership which has been 
in charge in the past, under the direc- 
tion of the larger committee, and the 
material will be correlated with the 
whole movement, thus leading to an 
improvement of the familiar literature. 


Organizational Structure 


In order to put all these plans into 
action, the Presiding Bishop has ap- 
pointed a national committee which

includes the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix 
from the Diocese of California. In 
each Diocese, the Bishop will be re- 
sponsible for the execution of the plan, 
and it is recommended that he appoint 
a small committee, including clergy, 
laymen and laywomen, preferably not 
more than seven altogether, and the 
Presiding Bishop will keep in direct 
contact with them. As Bishop Block 
was the one who moved the acceptance 
of “The Presiding Bishop’s Plan” at 
General Convention, there can be little 
doubt of its being carried out to the 
full in the Diocese of California! 


What It All Means 


The plan itself is not spectacular, 
but the world has never been saved 
by a slogan. The plan is sound, de- 
manding and courageous. It is a plan 
for these times, and it can be measured 
for its need and its hopes against the 
background of a world where the 
lights of freedom and love are being 
blacked-out. There shall be no black- 
out of the cross! 

As Bishop Hudson has written (in 
Forth), “War is a ‘hell-sent’ opportu- 
nity for the Christian cause.” 

It is an old maxim that in time of 
peace men should prepare for war. 
Today, the Presiding Bishop reminds 
us, the opposite is true: “In time of 
war, prepare for peace.” 

War-time puts new responsibilities 
on the shoulders of Christians, and 
none is more demanding than that we 
love those whose evil deeds we oppose. 
We cannot maintain such an attitude 
merely by outward conduct, for it is 
the inner life which provides the re- 
sources for any conduct which is dif- 
ficult. Motives, purposes, and the sense 
of values, determine actions. The time 
to turn to God most anxiously and 
most confidently is when we are most 
sorely tempted. We cannot be disin- 
terested spectators of the conflicts of 
the life in which we partake, even 
though we have, for the moment, geo- 
graphical isolation. 

If this war has a moral meaning, 
and most American Christians believe 
it has — whether they be pacifists or 
not—we must be prepared for peace. 
The Presiding Bishop does not believe 
that the subsequent peace following 
this war will be any more just than 
previous ones, but it will provide a 
breathing spell, and it is during that 
brief time that we can do something 
to bring about real peace. 

It is during those few years of false 
peace that we must put to work St. 
Paul’s dictum to “overcome evil with

good.” Human love cannot do it, says 
Bishop Tucker, but only “that love of 
God which is shed abroad in our hearts 
by the Holy Ghost which 1s given to 
us.” 


The first requisite of the prepara- 
tion which we should make in this 
time of war for more effective service 
when peace comes and gives us an- 
other opportunity, is more real dedi- 
cation of ourselves to God. 


The second requisite is more readi- 
ness to use the capacities which have 
been enriched by the love of God shed 
abroad in our hearts in actual service. 
Christ said that those who receive the 
power of the Spirit would be wit- 
nesses unto Him. To let the love of 
Christ constrain us in every secular 
activity is a necessary part of that ser- 
vice which is needed to save the 
world. 


Finally, we must have “an ardent 
longing to extend to all men the op- 
portunity to receive that power which 
has transformed our own lives into 
witnesses unto Christ.” This means 
becoming evangelical again. It means 
sending preachers to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. “How shall they 
preach except they be sent? Sending 
is just as necessary a part of preach- 
ing the Gospel to every creature as is 
going.” In these words, the Presiding 
Bishop has given the challenge to the 
Church of Christ to its members. It 
is the end of an era, and the church 
has discovered it before the secular 
world has accepted the fact. 


Surely we who are anxious to serve 
the Master are willing to follow these 
suggestions. Surely we who have the 
eyes to see have discovered the cor- 
relation between God’s demands on 
Christian men and women, boys and 
girls, and the Presiding Bishop’s mes- 
sage and plan. It puts into concrete 
form some of the things we can do 
to serve God in a world confused by 
war, conflict and crisis. There is no 
defeatism here. There is hope, cour- 
age and the will te “go forward in 
service.” 

God is a source of power in every- 
day life, and we who have discovered 
the secret of the working of the Spirit 
can do no less than witness to the love 
of God in a world facing chaos and 
destruction. God does create goods for 
those who love Him. When enough 
people in this world are Christians in 
the full sense of being totally com- 
mitted to God’s way, there will be a 


time when swords will be melted into

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Around the Diocese 


The Diocesan Convention 


The Annual Convention of 1941 will 
have under discussion changes to be 
made in the Manual of the Diocese and 
the strengthening and inauguration of 
new work. First on the list is the con- 
sideration of the “Go Forward in Ser- 
vice” plan suggested by the Presiding 
Bishop. The work among college stu- 
dents in all the colleges of the Diocese, 
the new call to service in the Army and 
Navy and the various training camps 
will be discussed. 

Racial work and especially the new 
work to be started among the Filipinos 
will have its place. The mass meeting 
on Tuesday evening will be a Mission- 
ary meeting with as many racial groups 
as possible in the United Chorus. Dr. 
Charles W. Sheerin, vice-president of 
the National Council, will be the 
preacher. The dates of the convention 
are February 4-5, with the usual din- 
ner on Monday, February 3. Bishop 
Tucker will preach in Grace Cathedral 
on January 19. 


The Bells Did Ring 


On Monday, December 16, the Bells 
of Grace Cathedral were played for 
the first time in their nearly-completed 
home tower on Nob Hill. J. Sidney 
Lewis, the Cathedral organist, is the 
carillonneur. Because of the height of 
the Tower of the Sun at the Exposi- 
tion and the proximity of the very large 
exhibit buildings the bells were never 
heard at their best. In their own tower 
the tone is lovely and the old familiar 
Christmas Carols rang out in the most 
approved style. At the pageant on Sun- 
day, December 22, the bells played the 
carols at the interludes between the 
scenes. They were played at the Mid- 
night Communion on Christmas Eve 
and on Christmas Morning. The key- 
board has been placed near the great 
organ so the chimes may be played at 
any time during the services. 


Church Divinity School 


Three important conferences will 
be held at the Church Divinity 
School during the next month. From 
December 31 to January 2, the an- 
nual meeting of the college workers 
of the Province will be held here in 
conjunction with St. Margaret's 
House, featuring Bishop Keeler of 
Minnesota and the Rev. Frederick 
Kellogg of Harvard University. 

The American Association of 


Theological Schools will hold its 
Pacific Coast Conference here Jan- 
uary 23 to 24. The faculties of all 
western divinity schools of all com- 
munions will be represented. The 
first day will be given over to the 
meetings of the Learned Societies, 
and the second day will be spent in 
discussing significant problems of the- 
ological education. 

The faculty has recently set up 
the requirements whereby a grad- 
uate of an accredited college or uni- 
versity and divinity school may do 
special graduate work for the B.D. 
degree. Several clergy in the Prov- 
ince are taking advantage of this 
opportunity for further study. 

The Rt. Rev. Stephen E. Keeler, 
Bishop Coadjutor of Minnesota, will 
be the leader of the Quiet Day on 
January 6, from 2 to 4 p. m. The 
clergy of the diocese will be wel- 
come. 


Monday Club Since 1904 


The East Bay Monday Club, which 
is an all-star aggregation of parsons 
past and present, has gone ancestral and 
become inquisitive as to its origins. At 
the last meeting, held at the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific, with 
Dean Shires as the suave and gracious 
host, letters were read from some of 
the earlier birds in the Bay Region 
ministry. After deciphering the hand- 
writing of all of them, it was deduced 
that on January 4, 1904, at the Hotel 
Metropole, Oakland, was held the mo- 
mentous first meeting of the “founding 
fathers”. 


College Conference 


December 31 and January 1 the an- 
nual Conference of College Workers 
of the Province of the Pacific was held 
at St. Margaret’s House and the 
Church Divinity School. The speakers 
included Bishop Keeler of Minnesota, 
who is chairman of the National Col- 
lege Commission, and the Rev. Fred- 
erick Kellogg, who is Episcopal Chap- 
lain at Harvard University. Sponsored 
by the Church Society for College 
Work, the National Council, and the 
Provincial College Commission, the 
conference was under the direction of 
Dean Henry Shires and Miss Margaret 
Williams.

British Face Crisis 


Wounded several times and deco- 
rated for valor twice in the first World 
War, Bishop Noel Baring Hudson 
serves at the helm of one of the great 
British missionary societies during the 
crisis that is facing them in the present 
war. From the battlefields of Europe, 
which he saw as a youth, he has come 
to know equally well the jungles of 
Borneo, the many overseas missions, 
and even the Episcopal Church and its 
General Convention. 

Bishop Hudson, who made the dan- 
gerous trip to America in October to 
address the General Convention, is a 
product of both Oxford and Cambridge. 
When books did not command his at- 
er he gained renown on the rugby 

eld. 

The war brought him several awards 
of distinction. He advanced to the com- 
mission of lieutenant colonel, but he 
also held the rank of temporary briga- 
dier general at the age of 25, when he 
was the youngest brigadier in the Army. 
Not one award but two—the Distin- 
guished Service Order and the Military 
Cross—came to him. 

Ten years of parish work in Eng- 
land led to his consecration as Bishop 
of Labuan and Sarawak in northwest 
Borneo. Here he met all the problems 
of missions in a primitive and difficult 
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diocese. He came to know well the 
administrators, traders, and native peo- 
ple. He worked closely with the Amer- 
ican Church’s Missionary District of 
the Philippine Islands. 

Today not northwest Borneo but the 
entire world, every continent and every 
race, benefits from his friendliness and 
understanding. As secretary of the So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the Gos- 
pel, the organization that first began 
Anglican missions in the American col- 
onies three centuries ago, he has sixty 
overseas dioceses to look after. 

Still in his forties, Bishop Hudson is 
genial and humorous. He has a calm, 
though serious, way of looking at the 
overwhelming problems facing the 
Church of England and the S. P. G. 
today. 


Excerpt From Bishop 
Letter to the Church 


“The sum for which the General Con- 
vention so munificently budgeted will 
be of the greatest possible service in 
maintaining the life and witness of these 
younger churches up and down the 
world which the Societies of the Church 
of England seek to serve.

New Rector of St. Luke’s 


The Reverend John Comptom Lef- 
fler, for the past eleven years Rector 
of St. John’s Church, Ross, became 
Rector of St. Luke’s Church, San 
Francisco, on the First Sunday in Ad- 
vent, December 1, 1940.

During 
his incumbency St. John’s has trebled 
in communicant strength and has be- 
come noted throughout the Ross Val- 
ley as a Community Church in fact as 
well as in name. 

Mr. Leffler is well known in Dioce- 
san circles as Secretary of the Standing 
Committee since 1937. He was instruc- 
tor in preaching at the Church Divinity 
School from 1937-40 and was a clerical 
deputy to the General Convention meet- 
ing in Kansas City last October. The 
Rector of St. Luke’s, his wife and two 
sons will make their home after Jan- 
uary 2nd at the new rectory located 
at 2485 Broadway. 


The Christmas Pageant 
Of the Holy Grail 


Grace Cathedral was thronged again 
this year on Sunday afternoon, Decem- 
ber 22, for the beautiful pageant pre- 
sented by the House of Young Church- 
men under the direction of Mrs. Henry 
Purcell Veazie. The story of King Ar- 
thur’s vision on Christmas Eve and the 
search for the Holy Grail was rever- 
ently acted by young people from many 
parishes as the drama was read by 
Bishop Block. This is the second year 
that “The Christmas Pageant of the 
Holy Grail” has been presented at the 
Cathedral by members of the House of 
Young Churchmen as their contribu- 
tion to the Cathedral and the diocese. 

Music for the pageant was under the 
direction of Mr. J. Sidney Lewis, and 
boy choirs from the Cathedral and St.

This committee, appointed to study 
the ways in which the House of 
Churchwomen and Woman’s Auxiliary 
could cooperate and in so doing reduce 
the annual meeting to two days, has 
met six times since the Convention of 
1940 and now makes these recommen- 
dations for consideration and action at 
the Convention meeting of 1941: 

1 (a) If the same persons are elected 
as Presidents and Vice-Presidents-at- 
Large by both organizations, would it 
meet with your approval? It would in- 
volve a change of By-Laws in the 
House of Churchwomen as suggested 
in their report, but no change in the 
Constitution of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary. It would aid in the carrying out 
of Convention meetings such as the ex- 
perimetital one now being held. 


(b) If the same persons are not 
elected as President and as Vice-Presi- 
dent-at-Large the two organizations 
will proceed as formerly with their re- 
spective elections. 


2. The two organizations have made 
their nominations for President and 
Vice-President-at-Large. The House 
of Churchwomen for its Secretary- 
Treasurer. The Woman’s Auxiliary 
for Secretary, Educational Secretary, 
Social Relations Secretary. 


You will notice in the reports of the 
House of Churchwomen and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary that the names for 
President and Vice-President-at-Large 
are the sarne for both organizations. 
This is not an accident but the result 
of the desire of many members of the 
Cabinet of the House of Churchwomen, 
the Executive Board of the Auxiliary, 
and the Nominating Committees that 
the two organizations function under 
one head.

buhr, is exactly what the title implies. 
It is a series of essays concerning the 
present scene, and it combines moral 
purpose and political realism in its un- 
derstanding of what Christians, and 
especially American Christians, ought 
to do. It is full of religious and polit- 
ical dynamite!
